The London Times says: “The trade 
of the Mexican republic is increasing 
with considerable rapidity. 
Last year 
the imports amounted 
to 
£9,395,517, 
against £7,249,009, while the 
exports 
were £11,750,000, against £11,250,000 the 
previous year. 
The increase in 
Im 
ports was spread over all staples, hut 
was chiefly marked iii the case of iron 
and steel and in machinery and imple­ 
ments. 
British imports were g rey er 
in 1896 than in 1895, yet they 
only 
amounted to 1.7 per cent of the whole 
import trade in 1896, while they w 
19 per cent the year before. 
The im ­ 
ports from the En Red States, on the 
other hand, were 52N per cent of the 
import trade (rf Mexico, against 45 per 
cent in 1895. 
This, our consul at Ab \- 
ico observes, should warm British mer­ 
chants and manufacturers that ‘unless 
they soon make a serious effort they 
will have to give up all hope of profit­ 
ing by the increase in the Mexican im­ 
port trade, and may * ven lose part of 
the very limited share of it they at 
present enjoy.’ 
The trade in textiles 
generally, in wki«h Bn gland has so far

cent in 1895. This, our consul at Mex­ 
ico observes, should warm British m er­ 
chants and m anufacturers that ‘unless 
they soon make a serious effort they 
w ill have to give up all hope of profit­ 
ing by the increase in the Mexican im ­ 
port trade, and m ay even lose part of 
the very limited share of it they at 
present enjoy.’ 
T he trade in textiles 
generally, In w h u h England has so far 
held her own, becomes each year a 
sm aller proportion of the import trade, 
ow ing to the improvement in domestic 
manufactures; met s h aud machinery, 
•on the other hand, are

Ceadeaeed Proceeding* of tho Bo­ 
ltonia Lave MIU. 


W ashington, 
Dec. 
18.—T he 
house 
passed a bill appropriating $175,000 for 
th e relief of the people who are in the 
Yukon river country and also th e bill 
p asted by th e senate to prohibit pelagi 
sealir g by A m erican citizens. T he for­ 
m er bill encountered practically no op­ 
position. As passed the sum carried 
by it is to be expended under th e di­ 
rection of the secretary of w a r for the 
purchase, transportation an d distribu­ 
tion of subsistence stores. It provides 
th a t these subsistence stores m ay be 
sold a t prices fixed by the secretary 
of w a r or donated w here the people 
are unable to pay for them. It em ­ 
pow ers him to purchase reindeers and 
employ drivers, not citizens of tho 
Luffed S tates and a fte rw a rd dispose 
of the reindeer. 
T he bill to prohibit pelagic sealing 
w as w arm ly antagonized by Mr. Jo h n ­ 
son of North Dakota, Mr. Loud of 
California, Mr. H epburn and others 
and in the course of the debate there 
xvas some exceedingly caustic critic­ 
isms of the course of our B ering sea 
negotiations past and present. 
An hour w as spent on th e legisla­ 
tive, < xecutlve and judicial appropria­ 
tion bill w ithout accomplishing an y ­ 
thing. T he bankruptcy bill xvas re­ 
ported by tho judiciary com m ittee and 
an e\*t< nsion of tim e granted In which 
the m inority m ay file its report. 
At 5 o’clock the house adjourned.

Captain G. A. Chaddock, F. R. G. S., 
a Liverpool navigator of 30 years’ expe­ 
rience in both steam and sailing craft, 
has invented an appliance which ought 
to be of immense value to shipowners 
and their crews all tho world over in 
saving both life and property. 
Tho telescopic iron hatches, which 
constitute Captain Clmddock’s inven­ 
tion, are so arranged that the pressure 
of water front below would, in such a 
contingency, hind them more tightly in 
their places, precluding the possibility 
of the water rising above the first deck, 
which forms a platform or horizontal 
bulkhead, preventing the 
ship from 
sinking and water from reaching the 
cargo from above. 
Tho improvements 
give moro effective ventilation to pro­ 
vent cargo heating and sweating and 
ore also capable of being hermetically 
sealed, so as to neutralize fire, and, gen­ 
erally speaking, water tight compart­ 
ments are doubled, tho consequent sea­ 
worthiness of a vessel being vastly in ­ 
creased 
Besides these essential advan­ 
tages there are many others, as, for in­ 
stance, more speedy manipulation and 
no risk of injury by careless handling.

ap ­ 
proaches there is often present in our 
thoughts 
the 
vision of the 
guardian 
spirit of the season. 
At the time when 
t if name of St. Nicholas, or the more 
familiar nickname, Sa n ta Claus, Is so 
often upon our lips, it is surely fitting 
th a t we should spend a few m inutes in 
the study of th a t well-beloved saint, 
and of the traditions in which he holds 
so pro m in en t a place. 
The birthplace of tho subject of our 
sketch was the city of Patava, in Asia 
Minor, 
There he was made abbot, and 
won renown by his religious devotion, 
He afterw ard 
became Archbishop of 
Myra. At the latter place, in 
course 
of time 
he died, and was duly buried. 
In May, 
1087, his rem ains were carried ^ 
by som e pious Italians to Bari, on the I 
Adriatic coast. 
There they now rest ’ 
in the splendid church th at bears his 
name. 
Every y e a r a pilgrimage is m ade to 
his shrine by the people 
for 
around. 
No one seeking food 
occasion is refused it by tile 
while shelter is given to 
the edifice will hold. 
On St. Nicholas Day, Dec, 6, there 
Is a great celebration.

In th a t wonderful book, “ K n ic k e r­ 
bocker’s History of New York,” that 
work so qu ain t in hu m o r and rich in 
the perpetuation of old traditions, we 
find m any edifying references to our 
hero. 
The Dutch 
ship, 
the 
Goede 
Vrouw, so runs the story, cam e over 
from Holland three or four years after 
• he return of Hudson, bringing settlers 
for the new world, who located 
at 
( om munlpaw . At the how of the good­ 
ly vessel stood an image of St. Nicho­ 
las, sm oking a long-stemmed pipe and 
w earing a broad-brim m ed hat. To his 
guiding care all attributed th e ir pros­ 
perous voyage. 
In due time a prophet 
a m o n g them dream ed a dream , whleh 
was that .st. Nicholas appeared and d i­ 
rected ii im to seek 
a n o th e r 
abiding 
place. 
Thereupon Heer Van Kortland 
the 
dreamer, 
and 
selected hand of 
men went in search of a n o th e r ha b ita ­ 
tion, and 
were 
stranded on M a n h a t­ 
tan island. There, after reg alin g th e m ­ 
selves on oysters, they rested a little 
time. Meanwhile the d re a m e r dreamed 
again. 
Again St. Nicholas appeared 
and sitting down at the foot of a tree, 
smoked his pipe. 
And as the smoke* 
rose, it spread over a vast extent of 
territory, 
and 
resolved 
itself 
into 
m an y peculiar shapes, as of spires and 
steeples, after which it finally cleared 
away. 
"And when St. Nicholas had 
sm oked his pipe, he twisted it in his 
hatban d , and laying his finger beside 
his nose, gave 
the 
astonished Van 
K o rtlan d a very significant look; 
m o u n tin g his wagon, he returned 
the tree-tops and disappeared. 
"And Van K ortland awoke from his 
sleep greatly instructed; and he roused 
his companions and related to them 
his dream and interpreted it th a t it 
was the will of St. Nicholas th a t t h e y 
should settle down and build a city 
here.” 
T hat spot was Bowling Green. 
Now, when these v oyagers had re­ 
turned to their hom es and related this 
incident, all "th e people lifted up their 
voices and blessed the good St. Nicho­ 
las.” 
After tin se thrifty folk had become 
settled in their new abode, they con­ 
structed a fort, and within the fort 
they built the first church erected in 
the future city of New York. 
It was 
m ade of stone, and nam ed after St 
Nicholas, who, as Irving tells us, im- ; 
m ediately adopted New A m ste rd a m as 
his special charge, and became its tu ­ 
te la r guardian. 
The people of New A m sterdam swore 
by St. Nicholas when they had any 
sw e a rin g to do. 
They 
blessed 
him 
when they were happy, th an k ed him 
when they were favored, com mitted 
their voyaging and absent friends to 
his guiding and protecting care, went 
to the field of w ar singing his great 
song and fought their conflicts sh o u t­ 
ing. "St. Nicholas and the 
M anhat- 
toes,” as their battle cry.

gave them m any sharp raps over the 
fingers." 
He re m a rk s

In Germany, in days gone by, nil 
presents were put In charge of H e rr 
Nicholas, called, in N o rth e rn Germany, 
Knecht Rupert, who talked with each 
cli lid about his conduct for the past 
year. 
lf he had beet! naughty, lie left 
a roil, recom m ending to the parents 
its frequent use. 
As tho custom is Ht 111 
followed in some of the German vil­ 
lages, we rejoice to kn o w 
th a t 
th e 
‘‘night before C h r is tm a s ” a beautiful 
lady generally appears, who pardons 
the faults of the culprit. 
So 
thing ends happily after all. 
In America, the descendants of tho 
old German and Dutch settlers have 
some undefined notions of the Pelt- 
nichol floating th ro u g h their 
brains. 
In the old days, they are told. Pelt* 
nlchol (Nicholas of the furs), dr* »ssed 
In a buffalo robe, and with horns and 
tail, would pass from house to house, 
talked gruffly 
to 
the 
children, 
who 
would flee for refuge to their m o th er 
; and cluster round lier skirts. 
In some such families the children 
still h a n g up their stockings in the be- 
: lief that they will be filled with rods 
bv Pels-nichol, the p unishing spirit, or 
with goodies by Kriss-Krlngle (Christ- 
kindien) the Christ-child. 
It is, then, a two-fold role th at our

Bayard Taylor tells us that on one 
occasion, when he was in Germany, 
about December I, a fair was held in 
the town he was visiting, at which fnir 
many toys were exhibited, 
and 
St. 
Nicholas. In counterfeit presentment, 
was everywhere to be seen. 
On many 
of the little booths were also “bundles 
of rods with gilded bands,” designed 
for the punishment of naughty chil­ 
dren. On St. Nicholas Eve. December 
5, tho family with which he was stay­ 
ing was visited by a gentleman wear­ 
ing a “mask, fur robe, and long, ta­ 
pering cap,” and "carrying a sack, a 
bunch of rods and 
a 
broom." 
He 
threw tho contents of the sack upon 
the table, and, while 
the 
recipients 
were devouring the nuts and candies, 
"gave them many sharp raps over the 
fingers." 
He remarks 
further 
that 
some of the children had been taught 
to say, "I thank you, Herr Nicholas." 
In Germany, In days gone by, all 
presents were put In charge of Herr 
Nicholas, called, In Northern Germany, 
Knecht Rupert, who talked with each 
child about his conduct for the past 
year. If ho had been naughty, he left 
a rod, recommending to the parents 
its frequent use. As the custom Is still 
followed In some of the German vil­ 
lages, we rejoice to know 
that 
the 
"night before Christmas" a beautiful 
lady generally appears, who pardons 
the faults of the culprit. 
So every­ 
thing ends happily after all. 
In America, the descendants of tho 
old German and Dutch settlers have 
some undefined notions of the Pels- 
niehol floating through their 
brains. 
In tho old days, they are told, l’els- 
nlchol (Nicholas of the furs), dressed 
In a buffalo robe, and with horns and 
tall, would pass from house to house, 
talked gruffly to 
the children, 
who 
would flee for refuge to their mother 
and cluster round her skirts. 
In some such families the children 
still hang up their stockings In the be­ 
lief that they will lie filled with rods 
by Pels-nlehol, the punishing spirit, or 
with goodies by Kriss-Krlngle (Chrlst- 
klndlen) the Christ-child. 
It Is. then, a two-fold role that our 
hero has been called upon to fill at 
Christmas—that 
of 
Pels-nlehol, 
the 
avenger, and that of St. Nicholas, the 
beneficent giver. 
The former phnse of 
his office, now fast passing into ob­ 
scurity, was but a subordinate one, 
even In the days gone by. 
It but gave 
a little variety and added zest to tho 
Christmas merriment. Christmas then, 
as now, was, above nil, a Joyous sea­ 
son. Then, as now, It was in the rein­ 
deer steeds that the children delighted, 
and their— 


"Little old driver, so lively and quick, 
I knew In a moment It must be St. 
Nick. 


"He was chubby and plump; a right 
Jolly old elf; 
And I laughed when I saw him in 
spite of myself." 


In the days of Peter Stuyvesant— 
most obstinate and best beloved of tho 
Dutch governors—all the holidays, In­ 
cluding St. Nicholas Eve, were cele­ 
brated with especial glee, while early 
In the history of New Amsterdam St. 
Nicholas, who once used to ride gayly 
along the tree-tops, dropping presents 
down the chimney at any time of year, 
changed his habits In that regard, and 
there "was instituted that pious cere­ 
mony, still religiously observed In all 
our ancient families of the right breed, 
of hanging up a stocking in the chim­ 
ney on St. Nicholas Eve, which stock­ 
ing is always found in the morning 
miraculously filled; for the good St. 
Nicholas has ever been a great giver 
of gifts, particularly to children."

GOOD ST. NICHOLAS 


(By Mary IMefendorf.) 
As the merry Christmas 
tide 
ap­ 
proaches there is often present In our 
thoughts 
the vision of the guardian 
spirit of the season. At the time when 
the name of St. Nicholas, or the more 
familiar nickname, Santa Claus, Is so 
often upon our lips, it is surely fitting 
that we should spend a few minutes In 
the study of that well-bcloved saint, 
and of the traditions in which he holds 
so prominent a place. 
The birthplace of the subject of our 
sketch was the city of Patava, in Asia 
Minor, There hi* was made abbot, and 
won renown by his religious devotion. 
He afterward became Archbishop of 
Myra. 
At the latter place, in course 
of time he died, and was duly buried. 
In May, 1087, his remains were carried 
by some pious Italians to Bari, on the 
Adriatic coast. 
There they now rest 
in the .splendid church that bears his 
ii a me. 
Every year a pilgrimage is made to 
his shrine by tile people 
for 
miles 
around. 
No one seeking food on that 
occasion is refused it by the priests, 
while shelter is given to as many as 
the edifice will hold. 
On St. Nicholas Day, Dec, 6, there 
is a great celebration. 
Early in the 
morning the sailors, who, as well as 
maidens and 
children, 
claim to 
be 
under the peculiar protection of the 
saint, take his image from the priests 
and parade with it through the town. 
Then they sail away with it, returning 
and bringing It hack at nightfall amid 
the general illumination of the city. 
Now, this same pious bishop, who 
beams 
so 
faintly 
upon 
our 
vision 
through the vistas of the past, veiled 
in a "dim, religious light," is to us of 
Hie present day, perhaps, the most be­ 
loved saint on the 
calendar. 
More­ 
over, to all Americans he should be 
peculiarly dear, 
and 
invested 
with 
great historic interest as the guardian 
genius of our metropolis. 
In that wonderful book, "Knicker­ 
bocker’s History of New York," that 
work so quaint In humor and rich In 
the perpetuation of old traditions, we 
And many edifying references to our 
hero. 
The Dutch 
ship, 
the 
Goede 
Vrouw, so runs the story, came over 
from Holland, three or four years after 
the return of Hudson, bringing settlers 
for '.Tie new world, who located 
at 
Communlpaw. At the how of the good­ 
ly vessel stood an image of St. Nicho­ 
las. smoking a long-stemmed pipe and 
wearing a broad-brimmed hat. To his 
guiding care all attributed their pros­ 
perous voyage. 
In due time a prophet 
among them dreamed a dream, which 
was that St. Nicholas appeared and di­ 
rected him to seek 
another 
abiding 
place. Thereupon Heer Van Kortland. 
the 
dreamer, and 
selected band of 
men went in search of another habita­ 
tion, and 
were 
stranded on Manhat­ 
tan Island. There, after regaling them ­ 
selves on oysters, they rested a little 
time. Meanwhile the dreamer dreamed 
again. 
Again St. Nicholas appeared, 
and sitting down at the foot of a tree*, 
smoked his pipe. 
And as the smoke 
rose, It spread over a vast extent of 
territory, 
and 
resolved 
Itself 
Into 
many peculiar shapes, as of spires and 
steeples, after which It finally cleared 
away. 
"And when St. Nicholas had 
smoked his pipe, he twisted it In his 
hatband, and laying bis linger beside 
his nose, gave 
the 
astonished Van 
Kortland a very significant look; then 
mounting his wagon, he returned over 
the tree-tops and disappeared. 
“And Van Kortland awoke from his 
sleep greatly instruc ted; and he roused 
his companions and related to them 
his dream and interpreted It that it 
was the will of St. Nicholas that they 
should settle down and build a city 
here." 
That spot was Bowling Green. 
Now, when these voyagers had re­ 
turned to their homes and related this 
Incident, all "the people lifted up their 
voices and blessed the good St. Nicho­ 
las.’’ 
After these thrifty folk had become 
settled In their new abode, they con­ 
structed a fort, and within the fort 
the y built the first church erected in 
the future c ity of New York. 
It was 
made of stone, and named after St. 
Nicholas, who, as Irving tells us, Im­ 
mediately adopted New Amsterdam as 
his special charge, and became its tu­ 
telar guardian. 
The people of New Amsterdam swore 
by St. Nicholas when they had any 
swearing to do. 
They 
blessed 
him 
when they were happy, thanked him 
when they were favored, committed 
their voyaging and absent friends to 
his guiding and protecting care, went 
to the field of war singing his great 
song and fought their conflicts shout­ 
ing. “St. Nicholas and the 
Manhat* 
toes," as their battle cry. 
Interesting as the 
history 
of 
the 
grave 
bishop 
of Myra 
may prove. 
sad interwoven 
at 
hie memoir
